access, said data to access interleaved with application program instructions 
in said instruction stream " (claims 1, 14, 27, and 40) 

- " determining, at said application program provider, a memory storage 
location for at least one application program instruction of said first application 
program " or 
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- " determining, at said application program provider, a memory storage location 
for at least one datum of said first application program: transforming, at said 
application program provider, said storage memory location of said at least 
one datum using said application program data location permutation to 
generate in said obfuscated application program, at least one application 
program datum stored at a memory location that is based at least in part on a 
permutation of the memory storage location of said at least one datum in said 
first application program " (claims 7, 20, 33, and 46) in combination with the 
other limitations recited in independent claims 1,7, 14, 20, 27, 33, 40, and 46;
